Use Carefully Prepared Tests 


testing, find another valuable 
means forcing, speak, our pupils 
think. test see the children 
have mastered the basic facts and under- 
standings.

Useful Hints Teacher 


few hints general procedure have 
added here, which may prove helpful 
some. When correct papers, fear 
waste much time and red lead mark- 
ing them. return the paper and let

the Air Age when the vastness the 
universe seems shrinking, challenge 
arises for teachers world history. 
teach the cultural development the vari- 
ous nations and that the world 
whole, demanded today, the teacher must 
realize how vital place religion holds 
the formation culture. her part this 
will require correlation the history 
the Church with the world history text 
such way that the Hebrew background 
laid for the coming Christianity and 
from this focal point the culture 
gradually evolved until meets its fulfill- 
ment Apocalyptic future. History 
writers have advanced far from the days 
George Washington when chronology 
and history courses were synonymous, but 
they, class, have not yet reached 
full appreciation the importance the 
spiritual the individual nation’s culture 
nor that the world’s composite cul- 
ture; and this omission, therefore, left 
for the Catholic teacher fill. illus- 
trate this correlation shall attempt 
review some the high lights history 
which show the part the Church has had 
giving life and continuity culture. 


History and the Scriptures 

The Catholic Church speaks for the ages. 
Looking for evidences the world’s be- 
ginnings the dawn age and its subse- 
quent development cultures, archaeolo- 
gists today have discovered that the 
Bible substantiates many their findings. 
The power God seen creation and 
His providence evident His care for 
the little Hebrew nation which was the in- 
strument chosen reveal His word and 
thus lay the foundation for the Christian 
Church. the lives the patriarchs 
Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and Joseph are 
followed Biblical verse, the force 
God’s covenant His chosen people re- 
veals itself. Yet upon the receipt 
the Ten Commandments from God through 
the hands Moses that the Hebrew na- 
tion receives its real moral directive. 
was this code which was 


the guide for mankind general, 
throughout the centuries. Following the 
history this little nation from here 
will seen have preserved monotheism 
the midst the polytheistic pagan cul- 
tures all sides. spite its individu- 
ality, the Hebrew strain history 
closely interwoven with that other 
ancient Recall the exodus from 
Egypt, the conquest Canaan, the strug- 
gle against the Philistines who were exiles 
from highly civilized Crete, the commercial 
bonds with Phoenicia, the conquest the 
northern section Israel cruel Assyria 
and the southern Babylonia. During the 
vicissitudes these centuries, the Jews 
preserved their culture intact, spite 
the alienation the Jews from the north- 
ern kingdom Israel who were dispersed 
throughout the Assyrian realm. When the 
Jews from the southern kingdom Judah 
returned Jerusalem, they rebuilt their 
temple and resumed their religious prac- 
tices expectation the coming Messiah. 
True, they fell under the political rule 
the successive world conquerors the Per- 
sians, the Greeks, and the but 
this did not prevent them from continuing 
cherish their traditions. 


Christianity and Greek Philosophy 

The birth Christ and the establish- 
ment His Church, event which 
changed history, was unfortunately not 
recognized its significance the Jews 
whole. Providentially, the Church now 
extended its teaching the Gentiles, and 
this where the work the Apostle Paul 
notable. Jews and Gentiles alike, the 
years the first centuries passed, suffered 
martyrdom until toleration was granted 
the Emperor Constantine, 313, 
the Edict Milan. the third and fourth 
centuries the Church’s doctrines, 
period under attack from heretics, were 
clarified the writings the Patristic 
Fathers the East Athanatius, Basil, 
and Chrysostom; the West Jerome, 
Ambrose, and Augustine. this process 
eastern philosophies, more particularly the 


Greek, were made serve the purposes 
Christianity. The Platonic system found 
favor with many these early Fathers; 
can seen have influenced definitely 
the work Augustine. 


Spiritual and Temporal Aid 

With the removal the Roman capital 
Constantinople, the Byzantine Empire 
with all its brilliancy and tempestuousness 
became fountainhead for culture also. 
However, its emperor clung the 
magian priest-king ideal rule prevalent 
the East, became time separated 
from the Roman Church and lost its 
cultural vitality. Into the Christian milieu 
the West now came the German bar- 
barian the fifth, sixth, and seventh cen- 
turies after Christ. Rome was longer 
the seat empire, but Constantinople, 
and its people had look elsewhere 
for protection during the barbarian inroads. 
The Pope this emergency not only 
wielded spiritual but also temporal author- 
ity. How deservedly did Gregory bear 
the title, “Paymaster the Lombards” 
when defending Rome against 
barians. Although performing services for 
the state, the Pope was interested mainly 
defending Christianity and extending its 
rule. The latter duty called for missionary 
work. Patrick Ireland, Augustine 
England, and Boniface Germany 
brought nations Rome. missionaries 
extended the dominion the Church, civi- 
lization followed. 


Contributions the Monks 

But was through monasticism mainly 
that medieval culture came into existence. 
The monk copyist work the scrip- 
torium, day after day, preserved Greek 
and Roman manuscripts 
ruthlessness; then taught what was con- 
tained therein his German pupils. 
the eighth century, one these German 
chieftains had himself become patron 
the arts. Thus, when Charlemagne, the 
Frank, was crowned Roman Emperor 
Pope Leo III Christmas, 800, 
not only assumed the protection the 
Papal lands but also 
furthering Christianity and education 
throughout his empire. Palace School 
was established him under the English 
scholar Alcuin, and the Church was as- 
sisted the erection monasteries 
any territory over which ruled. oc- 
curred period educational progress 
known history the Carolingian Ren- 
aissance. But beneficial this Frankish 
alliance with the Pope has been shown 
be, elements discord were foreshadowed 
well, Later emperors were come 
conflict with Popes over feudal jurisdiction 
and result much Christendom was 
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under the rule the so-called “Two 
Swords,” that the Pope and that the 
Emperor during the Middle Ages. 


The Vikings Became Crusaders 

The breakup the Carolingian empire 
ind the invasion the Vikings who es- 
tablished themselves its ruins, caused 
lesson Christianizing and civilizing 
repeated. When the Popes inaugu- 
‘ated the Crusades against the Moslems 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries 
rescue the Holy Sepulchre, these 
Christianized Vikings were 
France, England, and Sicily these 
Normans converted Northmen came 
vith their feudal levy men. When in- 
their assistance the Pope was moti- 
‘ated also the desire ridding Chris- 
troublesome racial element. 
still further reason could added 
the complexity the Pope’s motives: 
had hopes healing the yawning schism 
between the East and West co-oper- 
ating the Crusades with the Eastern 
emperor Constantinople who had sent 
out plea for help. Yet this hope was 
vain the East continued regard 
the West tainted materialism, 
spite the protection rendered them 
against the Moslems. When the Crusades 
ended, all hope ended with them obtain- 
ing the Holy Sepulchre. Yet they should 
not considered failure when their 
stimulating results are considered. 


Beginning Scholasticism 
Contact the Crusaders with the higher 


Europe, raising its standard living. Glass 
was now put into windows, carpets 
floors, citrus fruit tables, and muslin 
clothes backs. Intellectual thought was 
stimulated likewise the Crusaders. 
Greek philosophic ideas, clothed Arabic, 
began penetrate the minds European 
scholars. Aristotle’s works, however, were 
first frowned upon the Church for 
fear Mohammedan contamination. 
fact was not until the Dominican friar, 
Thomas Aquinas, made them respectable 
translating them from the Greek origi- 
nal, that the Church removed its ban from 
them. This great Medieval philosopher did 
not stop here. his Summa Theologica, 
formed into synthetic whole Aristotle’s 
system reasoning and the Church’s re- 
vealed truths. The ensuing system Scho- 
lasticism not only set the pattern for 
Medieval thought but has reached down 
spite the Reformation. Just ex- 
amine the mottoes under the coats arms 
which were adopted our earliest colleges 
Harvard, William and Mary, Yale, and 
and you will see how Scho- 
lasticism colored the thoughts the 
founders. Even today has firm hold 
higher education. 

Whether the thirteenth century when 
Scholasticism had its origin, the greatest 
all centuries (as Dr. Thomas Walsh 
claims), not, common belief that 
Medieval culture reached its apex this 
time. this flowering culture, theology 
established itself the universities the 
“queen the sciences.” The intellectual 
leaders here were Franciscan and Domini- 


can friars. Religion permeated all phases 
Medieval life from the hovel the 
serf the castle the noble. every 
side was felt the solicitude the Church 
for its members well for the pro- 
motion cultural activities. Missionary 
expeditions, even the far off Orient, were 
sponsored the Church the thirteenth 
century; Friar John Carpini 1245 
and Friar William Rubruck 1251 
brought back tales Oriental magnificence 
and also reports these peoples’ desire 
embrace Christianity. Various Popes 
thought the conversion these Mongols 
means combating Mohammedism; 
yet these visions did not materialize 
this time. However, the way was prepared 
for the later expeditions the Polos. 


Church Conquered Renaissance 
Materialism 


Leaving the Middle Ages, and entering 
into the days the Renaissance when man 


became the measure all things, the 


Church was forced chart her 


troubled waters, for even her 


clergy became infected with this worldly 
spirit. Christendom felt the first pangs 
dismemberment and religion was relegated 
inferior place the universal cul- 
ture. Renaissance indifference led gradually 
the individualism Reformation days. 
Then over the span Christendom the 
Protestant Revolt took place dividing the 
land into hostile camps which were 
flame during the following century. spite 
much suffering and loss numbers, the 
Catholic Church weathered the storm and

Under the late Pope, 
Pius XII, the Church has met the crisis 
the Atomic Age becoming the foremost 
advocate world peace. Realizing the 
importance making people the re- 
motest corners the world feel the bond 
brotherhood, the Church has created 
native bishops Africa and Asia, thus 
helping lay the foundation for world peace. 
Thus surveying some the major 
trends history can see that the 
Church has met the needs the times 
and the same time has maintained her 
stability.

Monasti- 
cism the Middle Ages fostered the cor- 
porate spirit and carried over into many 
forms feudal life; was this same spirit 
which later manifested itself the demand 
for charters, constitutions, and contracts. 
The peasant clinging his copyroll 
safeguard for his land not vastly 
different from the man today claiming 
protection life and property under the 
Constitution. 

hoped that from these paragraphs 
more vivid recognition will gained 
the guiding hand the Catholic Church 
preserves the balance between the 
spiritual nad material elements culture. 
Throughout the changing panorama the 
centuries, the Church has preserved her 
stability. And how can teacher world 
history explain this circumstance not 
two well known facts: the Church 
divine origin; under divine guidance. 
Moreover, the teacher follows the his- 
tory the Catholic Church from its Jew- 
ish beginnings she will not loss for 
thread with which weave together all 
other cultural elements.

Our catechetical task, 
however, demands more than good teach- 
ing methods; need above all deep 
understanding the message itself.

the early Church. not stress 
sufficiently what essential and central 
Christian doctrine. The improvement re- 
ligious instruction its content, ac- 
cording Father Jungmann, entails not 
only the careful selection matter, but 
also its right ordering and emphasis. And 
this selection, ordering, and emphasis must 
clearly orientated the finality. reli-

Audio-visual Aids Deepen 
Understanding Religion

Any dedicated teacher religion real- 
izes that communicating students con- 
cepts religion tremendously difficult 
not always succeed.

Words May Confuse 


Reportedly after hearing the Bible story 
how God drove Adam and Eve out 
Paradise, child drew this picture. Here 
you see impressive looking personage 
the wheel huge automobile. 
the back seat are man and woman. 
God driving Adam and Eve out the 
Garden Eden! This picture the 
understand what for him was difficult 
concept. simply failed get the cor- 
rect idea. Now his learning situation 
complicated: before can 
truth must rid his mind error. 
Such situation usually 
the significance which teachers and 
parents may fail appreciate, and can 
dull the edge self-motivation 
learning. Realizing this, the conscientious 
teacher attempts present ideas 
clearly that erroneous impressions are 
low minimum. This where audio- 
visual aids and other effective tools 
learning can great assistance. 
appropriate audio-visual 
used often can clarify difficult idea 
quickly and with impact which insures 
greater permanency learning than 
mere words matter how carefully 
chosen. 

When speak audio-visual aids, 
are not referring pictures and script 
made for entertainment. Imparting accu- 
rate ideas serious business and requires 
accurate tools quality made especiallv 
for given purpose. Furthermore, 
audio-visual aids are effective, they 


must used intelligently reference 
the background and needs the learners. 
teaching tool possesses any magic. 
itself achieves nothing. How used 
determines the result. fact all the 
psychological implications learning are 
part this picture. 


Learning Through Experience 


Audio-visual aids teaching refers not 
just films and other projection materials 
but all materials which enrich learning 
through the seeing process. Occasionally 
sound necessarily part visual 
experience, therefore the term audio-visual 
aids. Each these merely tool for 
learning and must used with discretion 
desired learnings are result. 

First all, especially with immature 
inexperienced learners, must use 
the very concrete audio-visual aid. Here 
realize that the most concrete aid 
actual experience. For example, are 
trying convey ideas concerning 
the altar, usually the church the best 
source information. the real altar 
students can see the real tabernacle, they 
can note where is, what is, and what 
purpose serves. Other things are very 
clear too since they are right there 
pupils are helped see. For instance, 
how many steps are there leading 
the altar? Count them and see. there 
are three, often the case, discuss why. 
Encourage students look around and 
find other groupings three. Similarly, 
let the class discuss the other important 
features the altar and the sanctuary, 
that verbal symbols take concrete 
meanings clearly understood the learn- 
ers. Thus using actual experience 
reduce the possibility error com- 
prehending difficult concepts. 

Obviously, too, when make effective 
use real objects and other actual 
experiences, can arouse high interest 
the learner, interest which repre- 
sents promising potential for self-pro- 
pelling motivation for 
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Usually teachers accomplish 
through merely telling about themselves, 
but rather adroit questioning which 
involves the learner and elicits his active 
participation finding his own answers 
pertinent questions. Why not pose 
few questions for learners ponder and 
discuss with parents home? Then 
the following day class discussion, pro- 
vide opportunity for pupils share 
the results their search for truth. Thus 
can help students carry their 
religious learnings into life outside the 
classroom and the same time develop 
inquiring minds. Yes, takes time 
such lesson well, but isn’t accurate 
learning well worth the effort? 


Experiences Through Visual Aids 

The principles learning stated above 
ipply all maturity levels and the 
use all teaching materials appropri- 
ate ways. However, the need supplying 
ictual experience using real objects 
decreases the learner becomes more 
mature. such cases other audio-visual 
aids teaching materials may more 
appropriate and more economical time 
and effort than real experience. 

With this mind let’s move the 
high school level and borrow illustra- 
tion from article the September 
issue the CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
Here Sister Cecilia reminds how 
difficult lay adequate background 
for the teaching the liturgy. She men- 
tions some audio-visual aids she uses 
unit God’s Plan for Creation. First 
all, she explains how she tells the story 
creation emphatically and clearly 
carefully planned words will permit. 
Then with biblical quotations she streng- 
thens these impressions. However, realiz- 
ing that pure verbalism may still defeat 
her purposes, she steps into the physics 
laboratory and borrows the ingredients 
powerful visual impact the human 
minds before her. (The speaker accom- 
panied the following comments with the 
actual demonstration using the magnet 
and the nails.) powerful magnet repre- 
sents God, the source all power, good- 
and generosity.

This high school teacher did not stop 
here. She used this background 
springboard into live class discussion, 
eventually pointing actual application 
these religious truths the lives 
the students. course, these high 
school students were fortunate 
have had good Catholic education all 
along the way, they should far better 
able extract maximum value from such 
teaching. 

fact, even their first grade teacher 
may well have involved them thinking 
deeply (on their level) about these reli- 
gious truths and expressing ways which 
they can exemplify them their daily 
lives. For example, discussing God’s 
wonderful gifts us, she may have asked 
each child “draw picture one 
God’s gifts you which you especially 
enjoy” did Sister Julita Christ the 
King School. (Here the speaker pointed 
series drawings which children 


had drawn pictures God’s gifts which 
they especially appreciated. Among these 
were pictures father and mother, play- 
mates, toys, and lovely sunny day with 
flowers blooming.) This teacher making 
use “do-it-yourself” visual aid which 
possesses powerful potential for involve- 
ment the learner. 

These six- and seven-year-olds their 
very impressionable age are learning 
interpret their own environment terms 
religious truths which Sister Julita has 
sought make clear them through 
use various commercially produced 
pictures such those shown our 
exhibit today. Furthermore, Sister, 
shown this next set first-grade draw- 
ings, encourages these children 
trate ways which they 
thanks God for His many wonderful 
gifts and also their part show 
respect, kindness, and helpfulness others 
home and school. Here, for example, 
child shows how she helps her mother 
wiping dishes without being asked; 
here boy voluntarily pictures how 
shares playground swing; and similarly 
these other pictures see various 
specific instances children’s real life 
application religious teachings basic 
good human relations. 

Similarly, all maturity levels are 
concerned with imparting accurate ideas 
which take root and improve behavior 
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each individual. Judicious use appro- 
priate materials and activities can far 
more powerful than teacher’s mere ver- 
balism which one occasion reportedly 
brought child’s paper the words 
bunch violets thrown” instead 
“Pontius Pilate’s throne.” 


Prepare the Class Carefully 

the use audio-visual aids 
eventuate effective learning, decided 
“must” consists adequate orientation 
the potential viewers. For example, 
before they see film, filmstrip, other 
audio-visual aids, they need put into 
the appropriate mood 
themselves with the situation represented. 
They need have sufficient background 
understand the pictured events they 
are about witness, and they need the 
services intelligent guide who pre- 
pares them what see they vicari- 
ously experience the events portrayed. 

illustration these points this 
audience here today will now have the 
privilege taking imaginary trip 
Lourdes. preparation for this, shall 
ask you whisk yourselves back 
imagination 100 years the time 
Bernadette. you relive this deeply sig- 
nificant story Bernadette Lourdes, 
identify with her and follow her 
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through her trials and tribulations. Try 
capture the true spirit those impressive 
occasions which our Blessed Lady ap- 
peared this humble peasant girl. Then 
the final frames this filmstrip flash 
before you the screen, and the familiar 
strains the Lourdes hymn, “Ave, Ave” 
greet your ears join, you will spirit, 
that mile long candle-carrying Lourdes 
procession which because difference 
time, even now meet this 
huge auditorium taking place 
grounds Our Lady’s grotto the beau- 
tiful Pyrenees mountains southern 
France.

The CURRICULUM LIBRARY 


Offers Many Services

has been said aptly that the library 
the heart the university. From the 
library comes the impetus for further 
learning, devoid the formality the 
hall, but, nonetheless, effective and 
lasting. Student knowledge received via 
lectures often fragmentary and needs 
constantly reinforced studying 
the many works the leaders the field 
under consideration. 


What Curriculum Library? 

The curriculum library likewise plays 
important role the life the uni- 
versity and, particularly, the prepara- 
tion future teachers enrolled 
teacher training institution. Curriculum 
libraries are not new adjuncts, for many 
have been functioning for more than 
years. Yet their organization not uni- 
form that found the university 
library with its cataloging system, types 
materials, methods distribution 
books, reference rooms, and coverage 
periodicals. Frequently, prospective teach- 
ers not have access materials which 
are found today’s classroom. Too often 
such things are housed 
office dispensed him when 
needed. 

The physical design and the types 
materials found the curriculum library 
vary considerably. However, where they 
are found always noted that they 
originated from definite need. Here 
description the curriculum library 
the school education Boston 
College. 

Demands those service and the 
needs students, who later 
would staff both elementary and secon- 
dary schools, prompted the establishment 
the curriculum library 1952. Be- 
cause the university library did not house 
textbooks the elementary 
dary level, free and inexpensive materials, 
pamphlets, standardized tests, courses 
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study, etc., was felt that 
library should make these valuable mate- 
rials available. 

The curriculum library, laboratory, 
may defined place where 
organized collection materials available 
for teachers and curriculum leaders for 
the improving the teaching and learn- 
ing pupils found. The physical setup 
should conducive study and research 
with plenty storage space for materials, 
along with the open shelving textbooks 
and courses study. Research, examina- 
tion, evaluation, and production teach- 
ing aids form the objectives for the 
establishing the library.

Sufficient space was allotted the 
blueprint stages for curriculum library 
when the original plans for the Boston 
College school education 
posed.

From time time 
publishers send new editions for the cur- 
rent text.

tendencies and inclinations, and others 
not. There statement which has much 
truth from the educational viewpoint, 
that person remembers per cent 
what hears, per cent what sees, 
but per cent what does. 
Whether not the percentages are ac- 
curate, the idea true and demonstrable. 

How does this apply the art class? 

The child learns the art class 
doing. Therefore goodly percentage 
what learns there will stay with him, 
consciously unconsciously. And will 
for better for worse according 
how the lesson taught. 

Rightly taught, the activities the 
art classes will develop the children 
desire for and pleasure goodness 
and truth. Through the right presentation 
the principles art can form the 
tendencies our children and incline them 
toward good.

stantly have make decisions. The work 
theirs and the final result their crea- 
‘ion depends upon their judgment. They 
must recognize when the thing they are 
making good, and why good. They 
see the honesty, the goodness, and 
reasonableness the thing they make. 
forming judgment. 

There are four points that the teacher 
know and fully realize, and make the 
her teaching art. Let 
follow them through:

know the goodness anything, 
must know its purpose and how well 
fulfills its purpose. Give your children 
art that have purpose and 

need. Teach them from the beginning 
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that the art class useful period 
which they produce something that will 
used themselves someone else. 
Early their art program teach them how 
make useful things: weave little mats 
purses, scarves, mits; letter signs 
that are needed; make folders and booklets 
that they must use; files for the classroom. 
For the older grades high school, make 
boxes, wastebaskets, book ends, belts, 
purses, racks, rosaries, even crucifixes for 
home for classroom. And sure that 
they really use them. 

Point out the children that the good- 
ness the things about them depends 
upon the fulfillment their purpose 
the goodness the chair, the desk, the 
light fixture, the school 
their clothes, their car. This experience 
builds within the child subconscious 
awareness purpose. develops inner 
sense purposefulness and easily di- 
rected his own life, both its im- 
mediate and its ultimate purpose.

Further, considering 
his work from the viewpoint the final 
cause, purpose, the student centers his 
attention upon the end for which 
working rather than upon himself. The 
project becomes healthy and profitable 
activity instead mere duty that must 
fulfilled. The pupil developing himself 
while performing work which 
benefits others.

This seriousness extends also the 
various materials used making useful 
things.

materials. These need not expensive, 
but they must real and honest, not the 
cheap imitations put out for novelty hob- 
bies. always imperative that the 
children feel (and know) that their crea- 
tions are good, that they are worthy 
careful and that they will Use 
scraps wood make book ends, cru- 
cifixes, boxes, plaques.

Your next important step obtain 
good leader. find the child most capable 
leading the group you not talk 
large class the general subject Cath- 
olic Action and then expect the right chil- 
dren volunteer for the work.

Two days after the Chicago holocaust 
the inspectors Eastern city checked 
all schools and found similar conditions.

The Awesome and Awe-ful 
Responsibility School Authorities 


There comes home all such 
tragedy, the awesome and awful re- 
sponsibility those charged with the 
administration and supervision 
schools. Their responsibility direct 
and addition and distinct from 
that the public authority charged 
with the safety buildings. This re- 
should for the children. 


Responsibility Public Authority 


The public servants municipal 
state safety departments have generally 
good laws administer supervise 
their enforcement. But the enforcement 
even more important than the law 
itself, for without enforcement 
dead letter, however 
good the spirit that inspired it. The en- 
forcement the law these public 
servants must impersonal, vigorous, 
conscientious, and courageous! Even in- 
quisitorial, persistent, and continuous 
until full compliance with the law and 
regulations achieved. Failure en- 
force the law bad public service and 
malfeasanse nonfeasance public 
duty.

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Things That Must Done 
Consistently: Check List 


The kind things that school boards 
public school systems and Bishops

That there small classes, preferably 
under and nearer 30, with division 
whenever the number reaches 45. 
This minimum low standard. 

That teachers have full knowledge 
sifety regulations public authority, the 
school system, and the local school, and 
trained checking them regularly and 
them out their classrooms, play- 
grounds, etc. 

That compliance with all 
regulation public authority new, reno- 
vated, and—yes—old 
before any child permitted attend. 

That janitors and other service per- 
sonnel trained and conscientious about 
the performance their duties. 

That the building inspected periodi- 
cally (at least yearly) responsible author- 
ities for evidence structural deteriora- 
tion, defects heating system, defects 
electrical circuits and related equipment, 
defects maintenance and housekeeping 
practices, especially with respect stor- 
age.* 

That pupils, teachers, and janitors are 
“safety conscious,” are encouraged call 
attention hazardous bad conditions, 
which they cannot immediately remedy, 
and that prompt action follow. 

That relevant suggestions fire, po- 
lice, industrial, and health agencies 
promptly carried out. 

That automatic sprinkler systems are 
good condition, regularly inspected, 
control equipment 
plainly marked, control valves locked and 
tagged open position, and where located 
unheated areas protected from freezing. 

That fire-resistant walls and ceilings 
and approved fire doors separate heating 
plant and fuel room from the rest the 
building. 

10. That steam and hot water pipes are 
covered with heat-resistant material where 
necessary (adjacent combustible struc- 
tural materials, points where personnel 
may come contact with them, etc.). 

11. That all openings floors and par- 
titions, through which steam other pipes 
pass, are equipped with firestops. 

wastepaper chutes are com- 
pletely fire resistant construction. 

13. That all building exit doors are 
equipped with panic bar locks. 

14. That panic bar locks are inspected 
and maintained properly that 
additional locks, bolts, chains are unneces- 
sary and are not used. 

That all exit doors open outward, 
classroom, fire escape, and gym- 
nasium doors. 


*The points from here are substantially (with only 
very slight changes) the 30 point check list of the 
Safety Commission the National Education 
Association, released December 2, 1958. 
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That all window screening can 
unfastened from the inside, per- 
emergency escape from the building. 

That all stairways and other vertical 
openings the building are enclosed 
partitions, with approved self- 
fire doors each floor level. 

That self-closing fire doors used 
separate sections the building, and actu- 
ated fusible link other device, are 
tested monthly assure good operation. 

19. That there are main cut-off valves for 
gas and oil, properly identified, readily 
accessible, and located far enough from the 
building out the heat zone case 
fire. 

20. That the school building free 
all concealed “dead” spaces (hollow 
spaces between partitions and under floors) 
where dangerous gases might accumulate 
and through which fire may spread. 

21. That competent electrician regu- 
larly inspects all electrical appliances used 
the school. 

22. That effective malodorants are used 
for the easy and safe detection gas leaks. 

23. That fire doors (especially those 
leading stair enclosures) are always free 
wedges and other obstructions all 
times. 

24. That wastepaper and refuse (shav- 
ings, sawdust, rags) are collected daily 
from all classrooms, shops, and laboratories 
and placed fire-safe receptacles until 
removed. 

25. That collections waste paper and 
refuse are kept metal other fire-resis- 
tive containers and are disposed regu- 
larly. 

26. That trash burned the prem- 
ises, the fire department has approved the 
schedule and the method. 

27. That trash baled bundled and 
removed from the building daily; 
kept enclosed, fire-resistive room un- 
til removed from the building 
burned. 

28. That flammable combustible ma- 
terials bulk quantities are stored accord- 
ing recommended safe practice. 

29. That periodic and meticulous inspec- 
tions the school premises are made 
public fire authority, written reports made 
authorities (including the Bishop) and 
followed frequently until corrected. 

30. Exit drills are conducted or- 
derly manner and both students and teach- 
ers take them seriously. 

31. That exit drills are conducted 
average least once month, more 
often required law. 

32. That teachers and students receive 
instruction and practice how meet 
such emergencies blocked exits and 
blocked stairways during exit drills. 

33. That the water supply and pressure 
and the number fire extinguishing de- 
vices (hoses, fire extinguishers, automatic 
sprinklers) are sufficient for effectively 
fighting fire any part the building. 

34. That sufficient number fire ex- 
tinguishers correct types are located 
backstage, assembly halls, industrial- 
arts shops, laboratories, and foods 
preparation areas. 

35. That your fire detection system 
should automatically notify the fire depart- 
ment.

THE CHURCH’S TEACHING DOGMA AND MORALS 


The Bishops the end their an- 
nual meeting November, 1958, issued 
two significant statements. The one 
shall discuss concerns the right the 
Church teach. This was, too, the 
theme the year’s national convention 
the National Catholic Educational 
Association. The specific concern our 
Bishops, their 1958 annual statement 
the teaching dogmatic truth and 
morals. 


The Divine Commission Teach 

The basis the Church’s right 
teach the divine commission, “Going 
into the whole world, preach the Gospel 
every creature” (Mk. 16:15). This 
basis and mandate clear and un- 
equivocal, but the Bishops tell why 
they felt the need reaffirm it: 


“The purpose this statement 
reafirm this right the confusion 
modern pluralism. clarify for her 
own children and for men good will the 
objects which are embraced this right 
and the nature the obedience which she 
demands those who know that hearing 
her, they hear Christ Himself.” 


Need for Statement: 
Materialism and Secularism 
And further reason the material- 
ism and secularism the age: 


“There genuine urgency for dwelling 
upon the subject this time. live 
sundered and divided world, world har- 
assed conflicting voices and warring 
philosophies. Materialism 
particular have made heavy inroads 
the official and popular thinking men 
and nations. The basic tenet those 
ideologies that man’s sole concern 
with the here and now, with the actual 
politics and economics this world, 
the exclusion, theoretical practical, 
the things the spirit and their relegation 
the realm pure fantasy.” 


Tests “Truth” 

The Bishops make clear that this 
right teach dogmatic truth and 
morals absolute right the 
Church, for she divinely commis- 
sioned and earthly power can de- 
prive her this power, and 
autonomous society within her spiritual 
realm, she independent the state. 
Her test truth her divine commis- 
sion and the abiding presence the 
Holy Spirit. However useful may 
practical affairs, majority rule 


test truth, and matter fact 
practical affairs only our immediate 
resolution conflict opinion. Both 
the supernatural order and the 
natural order, man’s freedom and the 
grace God help him realize the 
Church’s right teach. interesting 
point that often overlooked regard- 
ing view the Church outsiders 
stated the Bishops the follow- 
ing words: 

that the Church not debating society 
but divinely founded organization com- 
mitted definite body teachings and 
proclaiming positive way salvation.” 


The Right Hearing 
great deal misunderstanding 
would removed the simple state- 
ment the Bishops what essential 
the Church’s right teach were uni- 
versally understood. the freedom 
hearing, which thus worded: 


“What practice does the Church re- 
gard essential for the exercise her 
right teach men? The answer very 
simple: the right hearing.” 


Freedom America 

The Bishops pay tribute the Amer- 
ican people for their recognition this 
right and their maintenance it. This 
spite the conditions during 
the Colonial period and some states 
during the early National period. The 
Bishops’ statement follows: 


“Tt enduring tribute the wisdom 
the men who framed American freedom 
that they placed hindrance the way 
the Church teacher. Fidelity their 
restraint proof our national great- 
ness.” 


Teaching Dogmatic Truth: 
The Deposit Faith 

Now what that the Church has 
right teach? What was meant 
Christ’s phrase “all the things whatso- 
ever have taught Here are the 
central things the Church divinely 
commissioned teach: 


“What does the Church claim her 
right teach? Obviously, the total con- 
tent the deposit faith revealed 
Jesus Christ through His Apostles, de- 
veloped and unfolded through the ages 
under the guidance the Holy Spirit 
whose abiding presence was promised her 
the Divine Master.” 


Morals 
And addition this, explaining the 
usual statement that the area the 
Church’s teaching “faith and morals,” 
the Church has the right teach 
morals. This the Bishops’ statement: 


“She can acknowledge temporal au- 
thority empowered change modify 
any respect the least part this de- 
posit, and many her most anguished 
conflicts have been fought out that 
issue with those who would dictate her 
creed. her right, moreover, teach 
those moral principles which flow from 
the natural law and the positive law 
God, and which are binding upon all men 
either written, St. Paul’s phrase, 
the tablets their hearts, faith 
illumines their rightness and necessity.” 


Moral Teachings Challenged 


The Bishops explain that 
today only rarely there any direct 
challenge the Church’s proclaiming 
and teaching her dogmatic truth, but 
both her right teach morals and the 
principles morality she teaches are 
often questioned and denied world 
that tends increasingly disregard 
deny any objective standard morality. 
specific doctrines such divorce 
and the use contraceptives the op- 
position vehement. And, the area 
where are especially concerned 
this there denial “this 
mixed society where 
ciples are discount” the moral 
necessity Christian education. the 
Bishops say: 

“Her position the moral necessity 
Christian education denounced divi- 
sive, or, more properly, running counter 
the interests monopolistic statism.” 


The Right Catholic Schools

educators find that they can success- 
fully teach foreign language children 
the third, fourth, and fifth grades, how 
much more should they able teach 
their own mother tongue correct form 
the receptive minds the little ones. 
concentration quality rather than 
quantity will achieve success and will save 
valuable time high schools and college. 
The scope the matter taught, 
however, does not lie the hands 
teachers, but with those responsible for 
curriculum formation. Our normal schools 
and colleges might well give thought 
simpler curriculums for the grade school 
that will give time for thorough teaching 
and perfecting the skills taught. 

The teacher really sets the attitude 
class her enthusiasm lack it.

Checking 
paragraphs can become easy and profitable 
the teacher checks for only one two 
errors each time she collects them.

William Blake was lover song and 
master conveying mood through the 
use rhythm, rhyme, and related words; 
was artist with imagination 
keen that his images seem real. Further- 
more, possessed the skill dealing 
with subjects everyday life unique 
but realistic manner, and had sincere 
love for children. These qualities laid the 
foundation for his success children’s 
poet, for children like “poetry which ex- 
presses the world pure sound, wonder, 
and imagination untrammeled knowl- 
edge reason.”! The worthwhile thought 
content must there but should 
child without his labor. Enjoyment the 
criterion for child’s choice poetry; 
will tend reject any which does not 
comply with this first requisite. 


Songs Innocence 
our study Blake children’s 


poet must limit ourselves almost ex- 
clusively his Songs Innocence, pub-

Songs In- 
nocence was the first volume children’s 
poems published England, fact which 
makes Blake pioneer the field. 
find Blake’s hypothetical reason for writing 
the Songs Innocence the poem which 
calls “Introduction” show its role 
relation the other Songs. 

The also called “The 
Piper’s Song,” exhibits practical realiza- 
tion Blake’s best qualities. The use 
short and simple words, the unchanging 
rhythm pattern, and continuous repetition 
make this poem childlike expression, 
and help set the mood this particular 
poem well for the Songs Innocence 
whole. Every detail speaks care- 
free joy. The piper pictured walking 
merrily along country road piping his 
tunes. The valleys are described “wild,” 
which would seem indicate that they 
were unhampered the restraints 
civilization and such manifesting care- 
free atmosphere. The listener child, 
which all universal symbol joy. 
More than this, the child seated 
cloud, which suggests light and airy 
mood. The songs are explicitly said 
“pleasant glee” and “happy cheer” 
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and are piped with “merry cheer.” The 
result, also, one joy. First all the 
child laughs and then weeps with joy, 
delighted with the tunes. The very 
fact that teases again and again for the 
songs replayed and finally writ- 
ten down, sufficient proof that 
enjoying them immensely. see the 
final verse this poem the statement 
Blake’s purpose penning the Songs, that 
“every child may joy and from 
caliber and appeal the poems contained 
this book can well give credence 
Blake’s sincerity purpose. 


Poems for Upper Grades 

The greater number Blake’s Songs 
are best suited the intermediate 
junior high grade levels. Younger children, 
however, often enjoy the melody such 
poems Spring and might well fas- 
cinated the dialogue and simple theme 
“Infant Joy,” interpretively read 
the one who presents them. This 
poem seems imaginary conversa- 
tion between child and 
infant. substance, expresses 
the sensation joy which the child ex- 
periences watching the baby. The latter 
seems the living embodiment joy 
much so, fact, that seems 
saying the child, happy am, Joy 
name.” 

Children the intermediate school age, 
nine twelve, begin have broader 
and more realistic conception the world 
and develop critical and independent 
mode thought.

“Echoing Green,” which concern children 
play, and the “Laughing Song.”

“The Lamb” exemplifies, particularly, 
Blake’s ability paint vivid picture 
verse and his understanding children. 
Because their love for animals, the 
subject matter suits children’s taste. The 
first stanza portrays natural 
curiosity through series questions. 
With the first these, “Little lamb, who 
made thee?” instantly visualize child, 
studying lamb thoughtful admiration 
and wonder. The lamb doesn’t seem 
hear, but the child, undaunted, asks again, 
“Dost thou know who made thee?” and 
continues with series questions who 
bade him feed meadow, who gave 
him his wooly clothing, and who gave him 
his voice. Then returns the dominant 
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question, repeating, “Little lamb, who 
made thee, Dost thou know who made 

The child given prestige the sec- 
ond stanza, for has found the lamb 
silent listener for his superior wisdom. 
Confidently says, “Little lamb, tell 
thee,” and repeats this line thus giving 
feeling assurance. The lamb brings 
his mind the image lamb used 
symbolize Christ and tells his listener 
that was “He who calls Himself lamb” 
that made him. This, turn, brings an- 
other thought the child mind, not only 
did call Himself lamb but also 
“became little child.” this the child 
finds special bond between himself and 
the lamb for both “are called His 
The poem ends expression 
real intimacy with the child’s words, 
“Little lamb, God bless you, Little lamb, 
God bless you.”

Multi-purpose Tables 
for Biology Class

Reitz Memorial High School, Evansville, Ind. 


For many years our high school’s boys’ 
department has offered laboratory credit 
only physics and chemistry classes; 
there were facilities available for 
biology laboratory. Yet, recently was 
deemed necessary make credit available 
students laboratory biology. Thus the 
problem! 


Our Needs Supplied 

All that was hand was room 
its advantages and disad- 
vantages regularly used for biology lec- 
ture. had nine large windows with north 
and west exposures and blackout shades, 
bulletin boards, large closet, feet 
blackboard, regular teacher’s desk, con- 
crete floor, and armchair seats. With 
this layout starter, laboratory biology 
classes began the fall. Obviously, labo- 
ratory tables and chairs were needed 
once dissecting kits, trays, specimens, 
books, and pencils cannot last long with 
the pupils sitting awkward armchair 
seats. 

fund approximately $440 was avail- 
able for the purchase supplies and 


equipment. This fund inspired 
Why not design and have tables built 
order for this room which would then serve 
the requirements for both lecture and labo- 
ratory? Estimates were requested, and 
these were pleasantly reasonable our 
finances that permission was granted 
the superintendent and principal proceed 
with the purchase the needed tables. 
Thus was that within month the 
opening the fall semester, ordered 
ten laboratory tables the following di- 
mensions: 120 inches high. 
Each these tables included the formica, 
mar-resistant top and edges; four drawers 
with locks, keys, and master key; steel 
legs with rubber cushions; rubber 
washers the sides adjacent the walls 
the room. And the cost complete with 
delivery was only $417 less than $42 per 
table! quantity new folding chairs 
with rubber-capped legs was already 
hand; these, combined with the new 
tables, which were built specifications 
and delivered two weeks, helped revo- 
lutionize the biology room the middle 
October. 


Tables serve both needs: 
laboratory and lecture. 


Made Oraer 


Now that these tables have been used 
reasons for the satisfaction they have pro- 
vided. Since the tables are inches wide 
and have drawers only one side, all stu- 
dents face the front the room during 
both the lecture and the laboratory peri- 
ods. This eliminates, large extent, the 
tendency students have talk 
Having four students each table means 
that each pupil has two and one-half feet 
writing width, plus drawer for extra 
materials. With ten these tables the 
room, students are conveniently accom- 
modated. The tables are situated provide 
for four-foot separation between each 
two tables and four-foot center aisle, 
shown the photograph. This arrange- 
ment permits the teacher complete free- 
dom movement. Each student’s place 
always immediately accessible the 
teacher who can move freely into the space 
between tables— without disturbances 
for distributing kits, specimens, tests, pa- 
pers, and other materials. Tripping over 
outstretched legs, misplaced desks, and 
other hazards are eliminated. What more, 
these tabletops can speedily washed with 
clear warm water. Pencil marks, ink, dyes, 
and chemicals come off once due the 
formica, mar-resistant surface. This ex- 
cellent for the biology laboratory where 
students invariably spill materials and stain 
surfaces. 

These and other merits displayed the 
tables which are described here make 
conclude unhesitatingly that the $417 in- 
vested last October were well spent.

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The subject teacher salaries also comes 
for attack. Freeman shows that teacher 
salaries have risen proportionately more than 
per-capita income, and that, relatively speak- 
ing, the teachers are better off today than 
they were before. admits that many good 
teachers are woefully underpaid, but insists 
that solution the problem teacher 
Salaries possible until recognized that 
not the teachers are underpaid, but some 
teachers.” 

Special attention devoted the problem 
classroom shortages. Inconsistencies and ex- 
aggerations that appear evident the 
quotations taken from the publications the 
Office Education are examined’ The 
study points out that the Office Edu- 
cation reported need for 370,000 classrooms 
the fall 1954; the fall 1957, 
placed the classroom shortage 140,000. With 
the continued present record level more 
than classrooms constructed per year, 
the facts suggest that break-even point may 
soon reached. The problem building costs 
considered because the author illustrates that 
building space allowances per pupil have al- 
most doubled the past years, 
having proportionate increase the size 
buildings and their cost thereof. 

Freeman careful document every asser- 
tion and conclusion his study. extensive 
are the quotations and frequent the inter- 
ruptions the text with references and tables 
that, times, the study becomes difficult 
reading. The interest the reader the sub- 
ject matter must provide some the mo- 
mentum essential continuous reading 
the book. Because its heavy documentation, 
the study will difficult reading for all but 
those vitally interested the problem. 

special interest the Catholic educator 
are some the references the author 
parochial school education. Freeman points out 
that “between 1940 and 1956 non-public 
schools grew four times faster than the public 
schools.” substantiates his reports tables 
indicating educational costs and enrollment 
data non-public schools. More than per 
cent the students enrolled non-public 
schools are enrolled parochial schools. The 
matter classroom size and class enrollments 
parochial schools given illustration 
the ability the school handle larger 
groups. The research studies cited above sup- 
port the contention that effective education 
can accomplished larger classrooms. Con- 
struction costs parochial schools are cited 
illustration economy that can 
effected when classroom size scheduled for 
larger groups rather than small. However, 
fairness should noted that this argument 
ignores the established fact that private 
corporation religious group will get much 
lower bids than public school system. 

One the items discussed only briefly 
Freeman’s projection school costs 1970 
the savings effected the public schools 
student enrollment nonpublic schools. 
points out “If all non-public school children 
had been enrolled public schools 1940, 
public school expenditures would have been 
about $244 million higher. the ratio between 
public and non-public enrollment had then 
remained stable, savings the taxpayer 
might have increased $1.2 billion 
1956, and $2.3 billion 1970.” Freeman 
then continues: the strong trend 
toward non-public schools, the savings 
1955-1956 amounted $1.8 billion, and may 
run close billion 1970. Should the 
shift from public non-public schools con- 
tinue, the savings the taxpayer may even 
higher.” 

The second and companion volume this 
project, now preparation, will examine the 
critical problems revenue raising for the 
needs, real and assumed, public education 

during the years ahead. would ex- 
tremely valuable comparable study 


undertaken Catholic school needs the 
decade ahead. Such study will necessarily 
involve appraisal the major investment 
that Catholics have made elementary and 
secondary schools, enrollment trends, teacher 
supply and demand terms religious and 
lay teachers, the actual and contributed sal- 
aries the faculty, and the growing expendi- 
tures for school construction and maintenance. 
The need for such study increasingly evi- 
dent, but the availability statistics make 
possibility generally nonexistent.

The definite classwork outlined the 
book covers the main subjects the liberal 
arts and almost necessarily reaches over into 
the basic sciences. For effectively helping 
the student understand that English and other 
language study, mathematics, rhetoric, fine 
arts, music, are all important elements the 
whole cultural complex which the student 
examine and master least the basic 
elements, all teachers the subject included 
the secondary curriculum are expected 
enlarge their teaching subject matter 
least indirect reference the basic pur- 
poses and content the present work. The 
author emphatic urging that the study 
here outlined shall equip students learn 
their own and carry logical processes 
thinking, and discriminating ability 
discern truth from error. The subject matter 
directly studied embraces the first 
year what the author calls poetics, dialectics, 
and the art discussion, scientific method, 
and appreciation several complete works 
liberal arts. The second year devoted 
the basic ideas underlying the fine arts. The 
science numbers and mathematical concepts 
are studied the third year. The fourth year 
poetic, and dialectical forms, and finally sci- 
entific demonstrations. The whole work 
shot through with Thomistic philosophy; the 
great traditional classics Christian literature 
are widely used for illustrative material; and 
very recent scientific findings provide study 
materials. 

The high school which adopts this book 
must decide whether will accept the author’s 
view the liberal arts the cultural thread 
that run through the program for all 
its pupils. must also decide accept the 
psychological concept the transfer train- 
ing implicit the work.

matter how free and easy the rela- 
tionship between mother and daughter, the 
subject not easy discuss and, ac- 
tually, rare mother who, herself, 
knows all the facts. result, young 
girls often reach maturity with assort- 
ment half-truths and with unhealthy 
attitudes and fears gleaned from gossip, 
imagination and other unreliable sources. 

Here the parochial school can much 
correct errors and create wholesome 
attitude that can contribute every 
young girl’s happiness and the stability 
her future life. cross-country 
survey parochial schools, seminaries, 
and convents reveals that many teachers 
believe candid, impersonal instruction 
menstrual hygiene school necessary 
complement preliminary home instruc- 
tion parents. 

“As religious teachers, are primarily 
interested the girls’ proper attitude and 
appreciation that special gift God,” 
explained midwestern Sister Charity 
who teaches hygiene 13- and 14-year- 
olds. the girls have misinforma- 
tion that smacks remnants old wives’ 
remarked another Sister teacher.
